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PREFACE. 


The publication of the present work, from its un¬ 
usual character, may seem to demand a few words 
of explanation and apology. The idea of translat¬ 
ing the Syriac Psalter, and adding such notes as 
my limited information and the slender resources at 
my command might enable me to append, was sug¬ 
gested while casually inspecting a copy which had 
been placed in my hands, and observing its gen¬ 
eral fidelity to the original, and at the same time 
certain curious discrepancies which seemed to me to 
be full of interest to the critical student of the Sa¬ 
cred text. 

The Syriac version of the Old Testament is of 
great antiquity, though the precise date to which it 
may be referred has never been satisfactorily deter¬ 
mined. The Syrian writers themselves are extrav¬ 
agant in their assertions upon this point, — some 
going so far as to say that portions of it were made 
by the command of Solomon, for the use of Hiram 
king of Tyre, and other portions by the command 
of Abgarus, king of Edessa in the time of our Lord. 
It is referred by others to the hand of Asa, a priest of 
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the Samaritans, of St. Thaddams the Apostle, and of 
St. Mark the Evangelist. It is claimed that it must 
be as old as the Apostolic era, because St. Paul, in 
quoting from the Psalms, (Ephes. iv. 8,) differs both 
from the Hebrew and the Septuagint, and agrees 
with the Syriac in an important peculiarity; to this, 
however, it has been replied, that the Syriac ver¬ 
sion of this passage may have been subsequently 
formed according to St. Paul’s quotation. The lat¬ 
est date assigned is the second or third century 
after Christ. The general opinion, however, seems 
to be in favor of an earlier date; and, in the ab¬ 
sence of any evidence to the contrary, the concur¬ 
rent testimony of the Syrians themselves, for whose 
use it was designed, and none of whom refer it to 
a later period than the close of the first, or the be¬ 
ginning of the second, century, would seem to be 
entitled to great respect. Of modern critics, Bishop 
Walton, Carpzov, Leusden, Bishop Lowth, and Dr. 
Kennicott, refer it to the first century ; Michaelis to 
the close of the first, or to the earlier part of the 
second, century, at which time the Syrian Church 
was in its most flourishing condition. Dathe in¬ 
clines to the latter opinion, and regards the Syriac 
version as a certain standard by which to judge of 
the state of the Hebrew text in the second century. 
It is held in the utmost esteem by Aramaean Chris¬ 
tians of every sect, is quoted by St. Ephraem Syrus 
in the fourth century, as generally known, and is 
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commended by liim and other Syriac writers for its 
fidelity to the original. Two facts may be consid¬ 
ered as settled beyond any dispute by internal evi¬ 
dence : the translation was made before the vowel 
points were added to the Hebrew text; and, as re¬ 
spects the Psalms, the translator was a convert to 
Christianity. In proof of this I should not adduce 
the titles to the Psalms, which may have been sub¬ 
sequently added by another hand ; but it will be 
observed that in Psalm ox. the original is made 
to contain a reference to the eternal generation of 
the Son of God. 

Another source of interest which this version pos¬ 
sesses above all others is the fact that the Syriac 
language is so closely related to the Hebrew as to 
illustrate its meaning in obscure and difficult passa¬ 
ges. There is little doubt that the pure Hebrew as 
a spoken tongue had passed out of use before the 
period of our Lord, and had been succeeded by the 
various dialects which are known as the Chaldee, 
Syriac, and Aramsean. The vernacular of the Jews 
is called Hebrew, indeed, in the New Testament, 
because it was the native language of the people, 
though in the lapse of time it had undergone many 
modifications, and especially in consequence of the 
captivity, and the more widely extended intercourse 
of the people with the surrounding nations. In the 
opinion of Bishop Walton, there were three dialects 
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of the Chaldee or Syriac tongue. First, the Baby¬ 
lonian, the purest of all, in which Daniel and Ezra 
wrote. Secondly, the dialect of Jerusalem, used by 
the Jews after their return from the captivity. Of 
this there were probably subordinate dialects, as 
that, for example, which St. Peter used, and which 
betrayed his Galilean origin. Thirdly, the dialect of 
Antioch, or the Maronitie. This is the dialect of 
the Syriac version. These three languages, how¬ 
ever, or rather dialects of the same language, are 
closely allied to each other, and have a common 
basis in the Hebrew. What is therefore called He¬ 
brew by the writers of the New Testament doubt¬ 
less closely resembled it in its grammatical struc¬ 
ture, and in many of its verbal forms, but was 
probably substantially the same that we call Syriac. 
Our Lord's exclamation on the cross, in the open¬ 
ing words of Psalm xxn., is a mixture of Hebrew 
and Syriac. In other instances in which the orig¬ 
inal words of the vernacular are preserved by the 
Evangelists and Apostles, they are found to be Sy¬ 
riac rather than Hebrew, at least in a majority of 
cases, and never, that I am aware, except perhaps 
in one or two instances, do they correspond to the 
pure Hebrew forms of the Old Testament. The 
words Taliiha cumi , for example, (Mark v. 41,) are 
a pure Syriac form. The same may be said of 
the compound word Maran-atha (1 Cor. xvi. 22). 
Aceldama (Acts i. 19) is Syro-Chaldaic. Golgotha , 
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found in three of the Evangelists, though derived 
from a root common to this whole family of lan¬ 
guages, does not correspond exactly to any word 
which they contain, but thus much may be said, 
that it resembles the Syriac as nearly as it does the 
Hebrew equivalent. There is some difference of 
opinion as to the derivation of Matnmona , which oc¬ 
curs several times, but Schleusner says it is Syriac 
in its origin, and according to Tertullian it was the 
name of the Syrian or Phenician Plutus. Abba , a 
word also of not infrequent occurrence, is a Syriac 
or Chaldee, and not a Hebrew, form. Boanerges 
(Mark iii. 17) would seem to be a corruption of Bo- 
aneregcs; reges, in Syriac, signifying thunder , though 
in Hebrew it has not this meaning. Corban (Mark 
vii. 11) is Hebrew, but Corbanan , (Matthew xxvii. 
6,) translated the treasury , is Syriac. Of proper 
names, Thomas would seem to be a Syriac form, 
and Martha and Tabitlia are such undoubtedly; and 
it is a curious and significant fact, that in the com¬ 
position of certain proper names, the word Bar , the 
son of is universally substituted for Ben , which 
would have been the earlier or Hebrew use, as 
Bar-Jona, Bartholomew , Barnabas , Bartimceus , Bar- 
abbas. 

Whether or not, however, the Syriac, as we have 
it, was the vernacular of our Lord and His Apos¬ 
tles, it is at least most certain that it has a close 
affinity to the Hebrew, and this circumstance alone

gives it a peculiar interest to the Biblical student, 
and establishes the critical value of the old Syriac 
versions. The relation of the Hebrew to this fam¬ 
ily of languages would probably find a pretty exact 
parallel in the history of the Latin, formerly the 
spoken tongue of the Roman people, but which has 
degenerated into the various dialects of the Italian 
peninsula. 

With regard to the editions of the Syriac Psalter, 
the first was published at Paris by Erpenius, in 
1625, from two manuscripts brought from the East. 
Dathe edited this text in 1768, adding vowel-points 
and notes. In the same year (1625), Gabriel Sio- 
nita published at Paris an edition with vowel-points. 
This is the text of the Paris Polyglott, published in 
1645, and also of Walton’s Polyglott, published in 
1657, carefully collated however with four indepen¬ 
dent manuscripts. The edition which I have used in 
the following translation was published in London a 
few years since for the use of the Syrian Christians. 
It seems to be identical with the text of Walton, 
differing as that does from the text of Erpenius. 
While engaged in the translation, the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Southgate of New York, sent me a copy of the Sy¬ 
riac Psalter, presented to him in the East by Mar 
Yacoob, and which was published under circumstan¬ 
ces so interesting, that I shall make no apology for 
inserting here an extract from his letter, he having 
kindly given me permission to do so. 
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“ The history of the book is full of interest. Mar Ya- 
coob was sent by his Patriarch to Russia, on an ecclesi¬ 
astical mission. On his return, the Emperor of Russia 
made him a handsome present in money. With that 
money he determined to do some good to his people. He 
came to Constantinople, hired a very small house, went to 
a type founder, and, in company with him, with great la¬ 
bor and difficulty, succeeded in casting a font of type from 
models made by himself. Then he hunted about the city, 
and at length succeeded in finding an old press, which be¬ 
longed to the Jesuit Mission, and had been cast aside as 
useless. He purchased it, and carried it with the type to 
his house. Then he entered a printer’s office, and, for a 
small fee, was allowed to watch the operations there for a 
few days. He then bought paper, went home, set up his 
type with his own hands, with his own hands worked the 
press, and, finally, with sore travail and patience, struck 
off an edition of a thousand Psalters;—the first printing 
ever done in the Syrian nation. He afterwards went to a 
bookbinder’s, paid him for a few weeks’ apprenticeship in 
his shop, then purchased his leather and other materials, 
with the necessary tools, went home, shut himself up for 
a month or two, and bound his books. Of these books 
yours is one of the copies; made entirely by the hands 
of the Syrian Bishop of Jerusalem ; and the first book 
printed in the Syrian Church; of which Church, Mar Ya- 
coob has since become, as he well deserves to be, the Pa¬ 
triarch. Few human works have so interesting a history.” 

Upon a careful examination of the text of this 
volume, I have discovered that it substantially agrees 
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with the text from which I have made my transla¬ 
tion, though it occasionally differs from that, as that 
differs from the text of Erpenius. It is without 
vowel-points, and the same titles are added which 
are found in the polyglott of Walton. With regard 
to the differences between the several texts, to which 
I have alluded, so far at least as I have had an op¬ 
portunity of comparing them, I ought here to ob¬ 
serve, that they arc minute and trifling in their 
character, and seldom affect the meaning of the pas¬ 
sages where they occur. They are precisely such 
differences as we should expect to find between cop¬ 
ies of the same work preserved for ages in a manu¬ 
script form, and multiplied by manual transcription. 
To have noted them, therefore, in the margin, would 
have increased the bulk of the work, without contrib¬ 
uting materially to its value. I may add, as regards 
those Psalms which differ most widely from the 
Hebrew, that in the opinion of Dathe they became 
gradually corrupted through a more frequent use 
and repetition in the offices of the Church. 

The following rules have guided me in my trans¬ 
lation : I have adhered as closely as possible to the 
version of King James, carefully preserving the old 
English diction so sacred and venerable from its long 
association with the Word of God. Proper names I 
have translated according to their common Eng¬ 
lish orthography. Passages conveying no intelligi- 
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ble meaning I have contented myself with literally 
translating, in preference to suggesting any meaning 
of my own which could not be extracted from the 
original without doing violence to the text. I have 
retained the titles of the Psalms. It is not proved, 
but neither is it disproved, that these titles were the 
work of the Syriac translator, and whatever may be 
said of their authoritative value, and however unin¬ 
telligible some of them may appear to be, they will 
be allowed to be interesting as an ancient commen¬ 
tary upon this portion of the Word of God. I have 
also retained the division of the Psalms into Books, 
and the subdivision into Grades, and what appears 
to be a rubrical direction or musical notation, con¬ 
nected with a ritualistic use of the Psalms with 
which I am not familiar. In a few instances, and 
but a few, I have not translated the copula when 
occurring at the commencement of a clause or pas¬ 
sage, and not essential to its meaning, and when it 
could not have been preserved in the translation 
without an awkward redundancy. I may mention 
here that I have noted all the instances, or nearly 
all, in which the Syriac, where differing from the 
Hebrew, agrees with the Greek version of the Sev¬ 
enty. 

I do not flatter myself that the book is free from 
serious errors and defects ; but for such, if any be 
found, I shall only plead in apology the novelty

of the enterprise, and the want of those literary fa¬ 
cilities which are seldom found in the libraries of 
parish clergymen. I shall be abundantly satisfied, 
if what I have done serves to awaken an interest in 
a department of sacred literature -which I cannot 
but think has been too much neglected. 

I desire here to record my grateful acknowledg¬ 
ment to the Rt. Rev, Dr. Southgate, and the Rev. 
Drs. Cruse and Turner of New York, and the Rev. 
Dr. Jenks, of Boston, for encouragement and assist¬ 
ance in my undertaking.

of Prayer; and that when we sin, we should repent.
